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SUBJiiCT: -Report .of Lt, Bardet, 'Case Officer in OSTRICH case. 

On 29 November 1944 the American aixthorities put me in contact v.ith 
OSTRICH, and it was decided that, he would, Tdth me, get in touch v/ith certain 
people who had been o^^tlll were in touch with the. Ast ard the SD. • In order to 
'make OSTRICH’S appearance presentable I outfitted hlin' ccsnpletely. • 

•On .Thursday 50 November, we went to 24 ;ru 0 .du 4‘Septembre to. see EBERHaRIU^ 
but found. the address incorrect. His offices .beihg located at no. 28. However 
at no.. 24 we found, the offices of.' a certain* VILETTE, real^ estate dealer known to 
OSTRICH, who told .me that he (OSTRIOi) had visited. VILHKTE with LITT. 

• At 28 -mae du 4 . Sept’embre a secretary, in- EBERHARDT’s office told us 
that he had left Paris in ea23y d'e.Jtember and was: not expected back lintil^thfe end 
of December. I got the impression that she. was not teliing us all she knew, 
but in order not to alarm . EBERKARDT I did not push the matter a ly further. 

OSTRICH and I retumE^ to the BST ‘at 12.50. 

The following day. v/e decided. to go to the Chateau de la Rouillee, 
an estate belonging to MORAND and located near TaiUe Fontaine between Villers 
Coteret and. Compiegne. OSTRICH and I left at .1400. V?e connoted the caretaker 
at la Rouillee who told us she had seen no one, but that Mme. TiORANp had *nTitten 
ner a letter asking ^ if ‘ two men had come to inspect the estate. The caretaker 
told us" that Mme. IvtORAl^D tos at the home of her sister-in-law at Villefranche-sur- 
Saone, that she had. moved and that. her new address .was 7 rue de .CronstadtJ at 
Courbevbie. t7e went to Courbevoie and discovered tlr-t-the house in. question had 
been completely demoiiidied by bombj^s. , ' ' 

On 2 December 1944 OSTRICH and I went to 42 Qmi de Inssy to see. Jeannine 
HARTfiANN. The concierge -told/i^. that she did. not live there and that the apartment 
of; her lover was requisitioned by the Jiihi'stere de I’lnterieur. She said 

H4RTfflAl^»s addre^:. was 48' Quai; Louis ^Bleriot. HARThOWl was not. to be found at that 
address, her apartment having been requisitioned for Mile. BIDAULT, sister of the 
?iinister of. Foreign Affairs, and an employee at the »4inistiy. The concierge, of 
this building said that she had’ had a. visit from Jeannine HARTc?ANM on .Saturday 
2 December.. According to a letter found at this, address ^I am almost sure th=tt 
HARBiAl'INMiyes at .21 Bd. d’Angleterre, Le Vesinet. The apartment had been pillaged 
by the FFI but the concierge promised to give , me.. photos of TONIN and of H/lRTliyil^’i . 

In order not to ’’blow” OSTRIQH, Lt^ wichaelis of the iVmerican Services-, 
in accordance with Col. Bothsciiilh of thw British Service.?, decided torelease’ 
OSTRICH from the BST aJid to isntall him in an ‘apartment at 47 Blvd. Suchet. 

On 6 December. 1944- I went to S Cour de' Rohan with OSTRICH, to find Simone' 
SERVER, v.'ho was uiknoY.-n at that address. . ' * . . 

‘OSTRICH told me that he knew .an antique 'dealer, named ADOLPHI, living next 
th the Church of St. Ferdinand, and we found him at 10 or 12 rue St.Feruihond • 
OSTRICH* told him that ‘he hod^ come from Germiny. and that he \:anted the addi'ess of ' 
Ktaie. MORAl'ID as her . husbancl had given .him a message for her. ADOLPHI said that he^ 
only know MORy'iND' through their business deals, and thit he did not knov( .where to 
find iitoe. MORAND, although he knew. 'that 'the workshop in the^rue Pergolese had been 
sealed. He gave us IaORAND^s address at Levallois. Hes showed no surprise when 
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OSTRICH told him that he had come from Gencaryj and seemed Celighted to hear 
that MORAND had an important position in enecy territoiy. On departure he asked. 
OSTRICH to remoaber him to MORAI'H) in case' he should see him. ■ 

We thejj went to 10 rue Bellanger at Levallois^ but there again the 
concierge had* never heard of Mme. MORAND. ^ • 

CONCLUSIONS OF CASE OFFICER; 

After numerous interviews with OSTRICH I be^eve he is playing the .ga©.’ 
Subject is the. prototype of the accomplh^ed adventxBeer, with no scruples wl^t^ 
soever, recognizing but one master, . money, and one passion, women. As he is 'being 
kept . h^py th^e is . no reason ‘why hie, should, in, his present situation, cause us 
any trcnib^;"B^ he is^aware of the present criticil situafiion of GerroEiny, • 

which, should be' a inaj or reason for him to switch caiDps* . • . ‘ ' •;
